At  a  recent  meeting  of  the  A. 
A.  Board,  Base  Bali  was  the 
main  topic.  No  definite  steps 
were  taken,  but  all  matters  were 
thoroughly  discussed.  It  was 
thought  best  to  postpone  the  few 
Basket  Ball  games  yet  to  be 
played,  and  to  have  the  manager 
of  Base  Ball  continue  with  the 
try-outs  for  the  Varsity  and  the 
Senior  League  whenever  the 
weather  permits.  A  strict  record 
of  these  try-out  games  will  be 
kept,  and  on  that  record  the  se¬ 
lection  for  the  Varsity  or  the 
League  will  be  based.  So,  boys, 
be  out  and  show  what  you  can 
do. 

As  to  the  number  of  teams  we 
will  have  on  the  field  this  year, 
there  was  likewise  no  decision. 
It  must  first  be  found  out  what 
material  we  have,  and  how  many 
are  going  to  take  an  active  in 
Base  Ball.  If  the  percentage  of 
ball  players  remains  as  it  was  in 
previous  years,  it  was  suggested 
that  twelve  teams  of  twelve  men 
each  would  afford  all  that  wish 
to  play  ample  opportunity.  The 
division  of  the  teams  into  the 
Leagues  will  also  have  to  be  de¬ 
termined  upon  later;  most  likely 
they  will  line  up  as  follows:- 
Varsity,  5  Senior  League  teams, 
2  Amateur  teams,  4  Junior  teams. 
The  idea  of  an  Academic  Base 
Ball  League  was  abandoned  for 
two  reasons,  viz:  first,  since  skill 
is  a  better  factor  in  Base  Ball 
than  age  or  size  it  would  be  very 
difficult  to  determine  in  each  case 
to  what  League  this  or  that  play¬ 
er  should  belong;  second,  with 
the  addition  of  an  Academic 


League  our  diamond  capacity 
would  be  too  small.  Further¬ 
more,  it  is  feared  that  a  good 
Academic  League  would  so  weak¬ 
en  the  Junior  division  that  our 
youngsters  would  not  work  up 
much  enthusiasm  for  Base  Ball. 

The  appointment  of  a  Gen. 
Mgr.  of  Base  Ball  also  came  up 
at  this  meeting  and  the  Board 
was  instructed  by  the  President 
to  receive  nominations  for  that 
office  and  also  for  the  office  of 
Mgr.  of  Tennis.  The  selections 
will  then  be  made  at  a  further 
meeting.  The  Board  also  ap¬ 
proved  the  appointment  of  Stan¬ 
ley  Beckmau  as  Asst.  Mgr.  for 
the  Jr.  division.  The  mgrs.  for 
the  different  teams  will  be  deter¬ 
mined  upon  in  the  near  future. 
Meanwhile  all  aspirants  for  these 
jobs  should  keep  their  eyes  on 
the  try-out  games  that  they  can 
make  an  intelligent  choice  when 
it  comes  to  arranging  the  teams. 

At  this  meeting  of  the  Board, 
Treas.  Harrington  also  reported 
the  financial  standing  of  the  As¬ 
sociation.  Expenses  since  Jan.. 
1,  amount  to  $203.86,  leaving  a 
balance  of  $420  in  the  treasury 
to-date.  To  this  amount  must  be 
added  the  probable  gate  receipts, 
for  Base  Ball,  which,  if  luck  fav¬ 
ors  us  as  it  did  last  season,  ought 
to  come  up  to  $100.  This  makes 
the  the  total  resources  to  date 
about  $520.  The  Board  has  de¬ 
cided  to  appropriate  these  funds 
in  about  the  following  manner: 
for  Base  Ball  supplies  (balls,  bats 
mitts, etc.)  $120;  for  Tennis  about 
$50;  for  expenses  to  visiting- 
teams  about  $150;  for  two  sets  of 
Senior  Base  Ball  suits,  $100;  for 
one  set  of  Jr.  Base  Ball  suits,  $40; 
the  margin  of  $60  -  $80  will  be 
spent  for  Basket  Ball  distinctions 
and  to  meet  incidental  and  small¬ 
er  expenses.
